The RF meter is a simple RF detector with a short (1m or so) antenna on 
the top. The GND tuner is a coil with a variable capatitor in row (serial 
resonance). Both are connected via short wires to the case of the ATU. 


Tuning steps: 
- tune the ATU at minimum (see on the SWR) 


- tune the GND tuner at minimal RF at the ATU case (see on the RF meter) 


Result: no RF on the rig case.

Hi Rod: 


What you have may actually be a "co-axial" antenna... popular a while back 
with 2 Meter FM hams and Public Service (Police, Fire, etc) as a base 
stations. Technically, it was a "dipole (2 element)" antenna, but one 
element consisted of a co-axial sleeve through which the co-ax would travel 
up to the feed point. 


It becomes a de-facto balun, since the sleeve de-couples the feedline. You 
can even make a balun with tri-ax cable (1 center conductor and 2 concentric 
shields). You cut the thing to 1/4 wave (accounting for velocity factor), 
short the 2 shields at one end (the unbalanced point) and connect your load 
to the inner shield and center conductor (now a balanced point). But it's 
only good for a narrow range of frequencies; I'd say less than 1% of your 
operating frequency. 


So, the CB antenna should work as is... no balun required.

>I continue to be baffled about the perceived need for baluns. I have been 
>licensed for 46 years and have used a myriad of antennas through the years. 
>I have NEVER owned nor used a balun on any of them ... and they all worked 
>just fine. 


The purpose of a balun isn't to make the antenna "work". The antenna will 
"work" just fine without one. 


However, we must define the term "work" here. Work in this case means the 
antenna will radiate whatever RF current you manage to feed into it. 
Unfortnately, with some types of antenna installations, a significant 
current will flow other places than the antenna. 


The biggest problem is that currents intended for the antenna may end up 
flowing down the outside of the coaxial cable. Contrary to ham lore, such 
currents do NOT cause TVI, RFI or harmonics directly. They just form 
another component of the antenna. 


Now, you can imagine, if the coax cable becomes a radiating antenna 
element, the could cause some problems. You'd end up with RF currents in 


the shack. Having part of your antenna in the shack can also cause RFI to 
things in the shack, or things in the same house. 


A radiating coax cable can also mess up the finely tuned pattern of a 
yagi, quad or other directive array. 


How do we prevent radiation from the coax? Simple. You use a balun, or an 
unun.

>4:1 type. I'm about to wonder if ANYONE knows how to make a 1:1 balun ona

This is a CURRENT balun (Guanella). The newer handbooks don't carry 
information on voltage baluns because they don't work nearly as well as 
current baluns. 


> If anyone has a document they can referance that has both types in 
>the toroid configuration with clear pictures showing how many turns in a 
>type of core material, I sure would like to know about it. 


The core material and type, and number of turns depends on the frequency 
range of the balun. 


For the older VOLTAGE balun designs in HF (3-30 MHz), one typically sees 
a T200-2 core, with 8-10 turns. A trifilar winding is used for a 1:1, 
bifilar winding used for 4:1. Note this is a POWDERED IRON core. 


For a current balun in the same range, you'd more likely see an FT240-77 
or -43 core, with 6-8 turns. Bifilar winding for 1:1. Note this is a 
FERRITE core.

Karl, you only tested resistive loads. The voltage baluns work OK with 
resistive loads, and give the expected transformation ratio. However, 
voltage baluns aren't really good at maintaining current balance. Current 
baluns do a much better job at actually maintaining balanced antenna 
currents. 


However, when you start to deal with reactive loads, the transformation 
ratio goes out the window. In fact, with reactive loads, that voltage 
balun may fail due to saturation of the core. 


Current baluns fare little better with reactive loads, but they have the 
advantage that they aren't materially a part of the circuit for balanced 
currents. 


If you are going to use a tuner on an antenna on multiple bands, your 
best bet is to use a 1:1 current balun.

Just starting to put the finishing touches to a general coverage, 
tripple conversion, SWL radio I started building a week or so ago. 
Tunes from 2 to 25 MHz. 


It's remarkably simple, two SA612's, a TDA1220B AM/FM Rx chip, LM386 
and a MC145170 PLL with 89C51 controler / LED display driver. The 1st 
'612 uses it's internal osc as a 48-73 MHz VCO to up convert the 
input signal to a ist IF of 46.870 MHz. The 2nd '612 down converts to 
the 2nd IF of 10.7 MHz, using a 36.170 MHz overtone xtal. (salvaged 
from an old cordless phone, which is why it's an odd freq) Finally, 
the TDA1220B converts the 10.7 MHz to 455 KHz, using an external 
10.240 MHz xtal osc (couldn't get it's internal L/C LO to work with 
an xtal). The TDA1220B also has the IF amp, agc and AM detector. I 
used a monolithic 10.7 MHz xtal filter and a 455 KHz ceramic filter 
for selectivity. 


The main problem was getting the PLL loop filter to work well. For 
some reason, I always have trouble getting the calculations right the 
first time and going for 5 KHz steps with an average /N of 12,000 is 
sort of asking for a lot! Actually, the VCO is suprisingly stable by 
it's self, and the audio still sounds better when it's simply pot 
tuned. But, even with a 10T pot, tuning is touchy. I supose one could 
have a coarse and fine tune control, or limit the tuning range some. 


But then, adding a frequency display would be a little more trouble. 


Unfortunatly, the TDA1220B is an obsolte part and the MC145170 is 
sort of hard to get, so this isn't a very repoducable project as it 
stands now. But it does show a tripple conversion receiver can be 
fairly simple to build. 


It also gives me an idea for another approch to make a general 
coverage SW/ham band Rx. Use the VCO/PLL to up convert to some where 
between 40-50 MHz with big steps, say 50 or 100 KHz. That can be 
done with one of the new National PLL chips, which Digi-Key 

carries. Down convert to 10.7 and use a 100 KHz BW 10.7 MHz ceramic 
filter there. Then use a L/C or DDS VFO for fine tuning to convert 
down to say 4 MHz, where you can make a good xtal filter for CW work.

You seem to have it down pretty well, but I would make a different 
recommendation on the ferrite material used in such baluns. 


When we build our commercial units we use a K material or a 61 material for 
most of these designs. Dr. Jerry Sevick discusses why in his books 
Transmission Line Transformers, and Building and Using Baluns and Ununs. 


There's a special piece written by Dr. Sevick on my site (I have written 
permission from Noble publishing for this piece) that discusses some of 
these points mathematically and empirically.

What you describe is a way 
to make a 1:1 VOLTAGE balun, and a 4:1 VOLTAGE balun.

>4:1 type. I'm about to wonder if ANYONE knows how to make a 1:1 balun ona 
>toroid coil form. 


This is a CURRENT balun (Guanella). The newer handbooks don't carry 
information on voltage baluns because they don't work nearly as well as 
current baluns. 


> If anyone has a document they can referance that has both types in 
>the toroid configuration with clear pictures showing how many turns in a 
>type of core material, I sure would like to know about it. 


The core material and type, and number of turns depends on the frequency 
range of the balun. 


For the older VOLTAGE balun designs in HF (3-30 MHz), one typically sees 
a T200-2 core, with 8-10 turns. A trifilar winding is used for a 1:1, 
bifilar winding used for 4:1. Note this is a POWDERED IRON core. 


For a current balun in the same range, you'd more likely see an FT240-77 
or -43 core, with 6-8 turns. Bifilar winding for 1:1. Note this is a 
FERRITE core.

Hi All, 
I'd like to throw out something on this subject..... 


Balun's do make good engineering practice. I doubt that anyone would argue 
that. 


BUT..... don't get overly concerned about them if you don't happen to have 
one. Put the antenna up and get on the air. See how it works. Check for 
RFI and etc. 


When you can, install one. See if you can tell any difference. Really 
watch for any change in the pattern of the antenna. KEEP GOOD NOTES. You 
will never remember enough details. 


And don't forget that you can also just wind a bit of the coax feed line 
into a coil and form a good choke to help keep that RF off the feedline 
shield. 


But lets look at something else for a second...... lets talk about 40 meters 
because it's such a popular band. Lets say you put up some kind of dipole 
or most any other horizontal antenna shown in a book that includes a 
radiation pattern. Now you go put it up 20 to 40 feet high. Will it work?? 
Sure. Will the radiation pattern be like the one shown in the book? NO, 
that's not likely. 


Will the use of a balun make the pattern "right"? NO, not in this case. 
You must get any horizontal antenna about a half wave high before the 
pattern becomes "right". And even at a good height you can still have the 
pattern "ruined" by all those building, wires and etc. all over the ground 
under it. 


There are two good ways to handle building antennas for our amateur 


stations. 
The first is to do all the engineering first and go from there. 


The second it to cut something "just a bit long" and put it up in the air. 
Trim it to give the best SWR and have fun. 


Then in either case, spend the rest of your life trying to make more that 
are bigger, higher, better, cost more and etc! :-) 


The point of this post is to encourage people to put up something for an 
antenna and get on the air. Improve it as time goes by. Don't sit around 
off the air for weeks or even months because you can't find the right parts 
to do it just right. 


The same can be said about SWR too. Don't worry about it. Reduce it if you 
can or just use a tuner. Most rigs don't care one hoot about SWR ratios 
below about 3:1 so you shouldn't either...... at least not enough to stay off 
the air! 


Since 1952 I have used antenna with and without baluns or chokes and could 
never seem to tell any difference in how they preformed. 


But when I spent the money to put up that 85' tower and top it off with that 
Force 12 yagi, I used baluns! (Well, they were really chokes I 
guess..... lots of beads over a section of coax.) 


Either way, GET ON THE AIR and quit worrying about how much our government 
should protect us! :-)
